S.O. 4387.—Whereas an industrial dispute between the etnployers and the 
workmen in the Times of India, Bombay and Delhi, was referred to the National 
Tribunal at Calcutta for adjudication, by the Order of Government of India in 
the Ministry of Labour, Empilo 3 rment and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour 
and Employment) No. S-O- 3524 dated the 7th October, 1988 (hereinafter In this 
Order referred to as the said Order); 

And whereas the Central Government on considering the representations from 
the employers and the workmen is of opinion that the following matter phoulrl 
also be referred for adjudication to the aforesaid National Tribunal; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (lA) of 
section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following addition in the Schedule annexed to the said 
Order, namely:—- 

(3) Whether any other categories of non-journalist employees in the Times 
of India stand excluded from the recommendations of the Wage 
Board, and if so, which those categories are and what the wage 
structure for such categories should be? 
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
